REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Office Action mailed September 
22, 2004. Claim 1 1 has been cancelled without prejudice. Claims 15-39 have been allowed. 
Claims 1-8 were rejected. Claims 9-14 have been objected to. With this Response, claim 1 
has been amended. Claims 1-10 and 12-39 remain pending in the application and are 
presented for reconsideration and allowance. 

Drawing Objections 

Figure 4 is objected to because it does not agree with the Specification. Figure 4 has 
been amended to clearly show that the other input of adder 260 is electrically coupled to the 
output of circuit 208 through path 209. Therefore, withdrawal of the objection to Figure 4 is 
respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 102 and Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
the Croisier U.S. Patent No. 3,825,767. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by the Clark et al., U.S. Patent No. 3,956,623. 

Claims 15-39 are allowed. 

The Examiner objected to claims 9-14 for being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims and if rewritten to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 
rejections. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of objected to claim 11. 
Therefore, claim 1 is allowable over the art of record. Dependent claims 2-10 and 12-14 
further define independent claim 1 . Accordingly, dependent claims 2-10 and 12-14 are also 
allowable over the art of record., 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the above rejections and objections be 
removed and that claims 1-10 and 12-14 be allowed. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that, in addition to allowed 
claims 15-39, pending claims 1-10 and 12-14 are in form for allowance and are not taught or 
suggested by the cited references. Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejections and formal allowance of all pending claims 1-10 and 12-39 is respectfully 
requested.
